1,000 Loss At Emmert Home 


A wrong address held up the 
Menlo Park Fire Department for 
four minutes early Tuesday morn- 
ing while the telephone operator 
traced the call and firemen and 
residents waited anxiously. 

The fire occurred at 25 Buck- 
thorn Way, the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. L. Emmert. The ceiling of 
the kitchen was badly scorched and 
other rooms were smoke-damaged. 
Firemen estimated loss at $1,000. 

The Emmerts were awakened 
shortly before 2 a.m. by the blaze. 
Mrs. Emmert pulled the kitchen 
phone into the bedroom, closed the 
door, and called the operator. 

Somehow there was a mix-up in 
the address, and the operator gave 
it to firemen as “7 Peters Way.” 
There is no such street in the dist- 
rict. 


The operator started tracing the 
call. Firemen waited anxiously. 
They knew there was a fire some- 
place, perhaps a serious one. But 
they didn’t know where, or even in 
what direction. 4 

The Emmerts kept listening for 
firemen to arrive. 

“Those minutes seemed like 
hours,” Emmert remarked later. 

His first thought was the garden 
hose, so in bare feet and pajamas he 
ran outside. By the time he got 
back, heat in the kitchen was too 
great. 

Mrs. Emmert found a card dis- 
tributed by the fire department, 
giving the number to call in case 
of fire, and ran next door to phone 
again. A neighbor also called, but 
the fire department already was on 
its way. 

Firemen got the blaze under con- 
trol within two minutes after ar- 
riving.

No Royal Road For Retailers 


A clipping from World Report Magazine (issue of July 1) is doubly 
significant when one considers the food and other shortages of pres- 
ent day England as reported by Dr. Edward Liston of Palo Alto.

On his return from a month’s visit with members of his family in 
England Dr. Liston is quoted as saying that the main diet consists of 
potatoes and oatmeal. In spite of this starchy intake the doctor ad- 
mits that he did not see a single fat Britisher, and he observes that 
the contrast between our plenty and England’s scarcities is still too 
great to be understood here. : 


It is with these first hand observations in mind that we call atten- 
tion to the above mentioned clipping which reads as follows: 


“Children from war-devastated countries on the European Conti- 
nent will be guests of hundreds of British families this summer. The

The Monroe Doctrine. . . 


Unquestionably there are not only hundreds of homes but thousands 
of homes in the United States whose doors would swing open to admit 
a child of war-torn Europe for a summer vacation if only we were not 
too far away to arrange such outings. It would be impossible for the 
children of an American home not to benefit by having such a summer 
guest, and one could never measure the possible influence such an ex- 
perience might have upon the little visitor. 


Though great distances make such a plan inadvisable there is an- 
other form of family relationship with the destitute children of Europe 
that is a year-round help and a permanent influence. There is the 
Foster Parent Plan for War Children, with its headquarters at 55 West 


42nd Street New York. 


Every time we hear of a new “foster parent” in Menlo Park or Ath- 
erton we think of one more child of Europe being directly associated 
with our community. At the present time the Plan is operating Chil- 
dren’s projects in Holland, France, England, Malta, Belgium, Italy, 
Switzerland, Poland and Cxechoslovakia, and it is caring for children 
of 14 different nationalities. More than 52,000 children have been aid- 
ed since the inception of this plan. 


Being a foster parent brings more in return than the satisfaction of 
helping some needy child. The relationship becomes a personal one 
since the monthly support of each “parent” is devoted to a certain 
child. The parent can thus keep in touch with the little boy or girl 
who may need sympathetic understanding and personal relationship 
through correspondence even more than food and clothing.

The Bureau of Agricultural Economics of the Department of Agri- 
culture gives us some statistics on the marketing charges for food 
products. 

In 1935-39 marketing agencies took 59 cents of each consumer dol- 
lar spent for food. Last March these agencies took 44 cents. 

The hourly earnings of the food marketing employes is far higher 
than in 1935, by which it is seen that the reduction in the costs was 
not taken out of the workérs’ salaries. Also the statistics state that 
the farmers’ share of the consumer’s dollar reached 56 cents this 
March, the highest percent since these surveys have been made by 
the government. 

The unit profits of food retailers, whether prices were high or low, 
have gone steadily down. Some of the big chain systems earn, as 
net profit, only about one cent out of each dollar that passes through 
their cash registers. The progressive independents have equally fine 
records of economy in the consumer’s interest. And, at the same 
time, standards of service, sanitation and the variety of food stocked 
have all shown immeasurable improvement. Anyone who contrasts 
the typical store of today with that of a generation ago will realize 
that. 

What is true of food is generally true of all commodities sold at 
retail. Retailers cannot control the cost of goods at wholesale. They 
must pay the going price. What they have done is to hold the retail 
mark-up to the lowest possible level—and every consumer has more 

dollars in his pocket because of that.

New Rent Act Does Not Provide 
For Goverment Eviction Control 


Few “eviction” problems will come 
up in Menlo Park but localities will 
be interested in the various | 
tions that are swamping the Office 
of Rent Control in San Francisco. 

From that office comes a definite 
statement that the Housing and 
Rent Act, effective July 1, does not 
provide for control of evictions by 
the Rent control office. 


However, some of the tlood of 
questions asked by landlords and 
tennants have been answered as 
follows by the Office of Rent Con- 
trol at 1355 Market Street, San 
Francisco. 

1. Q: If a landlord notifies a ten- 
ant to vacate a dwelling unit, must 
the tenant move? 

A: No. The landlord must go into 
a local court and prove that he has 
ground for such action under Sec- 
tion 209 (a) of the Housing and 
Rent Act of 1947. 

2. Q: Does a landlord have to pe- 
tition the Rent Office for a Certifi- 
cate Relating to Eviction after July 
1, 1947? 

A: No. Eviction Certificates are 
no longer needed. 

3. Q: Will there be waiting peri- 
ods provided for in eviction cases? 

A: That will be determined by 
the local Courts. 

4. Q: May a tenant now protest 
his eviction to the Housing Expe- 
diter?
